plane, planning a 19 -day v isit. 
Concern ov er Cambodia’s future has

U S. officials say Cambodia’s ability to earn 
foreign ex change from ex ports of rubber 
and rice has ev aporated since the Vietnam 
war spilled ov er into Cambodia on April 30. 
1970. 
The Cambodian army , which numbered 
only 35.000 men then, was not capable of 
contesting Communist use of Cambodian 
territory as a sanctuary .

Clashes in Ireland 
Reach Fever Pitch 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland (AP) 
New clashes between British troops and 
rioting y ouths broke out today in North­ 
ern Ireland only hours after the bloodiest 
day in 50 y ears of religious and political 
feuding 
Northern Ireland paid a heav y price for 
the 
v iolence of Monday 
14 dead. 94 
injured and millions of dollars of property 
damaged Of the injured .39 were shot 
The fresh fighting came first in Belfast’s 
Andersontown district when troops mov ed 
in to demolish barricades of burned-out 
cars built during Monday ’s fighting 
In Londonderry ’s Catholic Bogside area, 
mobs pelted soldiers with stones when 
they 
mov ed 
toward 
barricades 
there. 
Troops fired gas canisters to break up the 
crowds 
Sniper fire cracked now and again in 
Belfa.st 
Although a fragile peace descended with 
first light, now and again snipers fired on 
British troops. At midday , in the Lower 
F'alls area of Belfast two soldiers fell 
wounded by sniper fire. 
The Protestant-dominated gov ernment 
on Monday rounded up more than 300 sus­ 
pected terrorists and F’rime Minister Brian 
F'aulkner inv oked emergency powers to in­ 
tern them indefinitely without trial. 
He said the raids were aimed at the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army , which is 
dedicated to reuniting Northern Ireland 
with the Irish Republic by "bullet and 
bomb” if necessary . 
The reaction was swift and bloody —a 
wav e of rioting, shooting and looting. 
British troops were the main targets for 
roaming bands of guerrillas. 
The death toll from .Monday ’s fury may 
be higher. Some unofficial reports said 20 
persons died in the street fighting in 
Belfast, Londonderry , Newry and other 
towns. 
"We don’t know how many people may 
hav e died where the fighting was thickest 
and hav e simply been hauled away by 
friends. ” said a British army spokesman. 
F'ire and ex plosion wreaked hav w in 
homes and factories across the six counties 
of this British prov ince, but with the dawn 
a semblance of normal life returned to the 
capital’s littered streets. 
In two y ears of rioting Belfast alone 
totals up property damage and personal 
injury claims of $39 .6 million. 
Many a Northern Ireland worker became 
jobless during the night from fire bombs. 
Among the dead were two 
B r i t i s h 
soldiers, two boy s and a Roman Catholic 
priest 
killed 
in 
a 
crossfire 
as 
he 
administered the last rites to an IRA gun­ 
man. 
" I t’s all-out war now," an IRA leader 
declared Monday after a 25-y ear-old IRA 
officer was shot dead. Witnesses said he 
was shot by a Protestant. 
In Belfast, factories, stores and homes 
went up in flame. 
.More than 100 Protestant houses on the 
edge of the Catholic Ardoy ne area burned 
as their occupants fled, clutching some 
possessions in their arms and loading 
furniture onto trucks and automobiles. 
A terrorist machine-gunner opened up on 
the stream of refugees, and a woman a

He said any court action taken by the city 
would be strictly limited to the city 
ordinance, which forbids any increase of 
rates by Cablev ision without City Council 
approv al. 
Alter sev eral months of debate con­ 
cerning the rate increase, the council 
v oted unanimouslv against it on Julv 19. 
July 19. 
Sev eral day s following the council action, 
Jam es 
Buckley , Cablev ision’s attorney , 
said the company would raise its rates by 
$1 a month any way , as of Aug. 1. 
Cablev ision is now charging its 4,500 
customers $5.9 0 a month. 
Cablev ision has claimed that increased 
costs of operation, the initiation of local 
programming and the addition of new 
channels made the increase necessary . The 
company also contended that a third-class 
city such as Sedaiia did not hav e the 
authority to set or control rates the 
company could charge.

A recommended order of dismissal of all 
complaints by Sedaiia Carpenters Local 
1792 in a labor dispute against Letourneau 
Brothers Construction Co. 
was 
issued 
Monday by hearing ex aminer Benjamin B 
Lipton. 
Tom Keating, local attorney representing 
the 
construction 
company , 
Tuesday 
acknowledged to The Democrat-Capital 
that he had receiv ed notification the case 
against his client had been recommended 
for dismissal in its entirety . 


In presenting his recommendation on the 
June 2 hearing held in Pettis County 
Magistrate Court. Lipton ex plained that 
charges in the complaint, filed by the union 
and signed by Thomas C. Hendrix , regional 
director of the National Labor Relations 
Board, were judged without merit since 
the union failed to solidly establish the 
ex istence of a Sedaiia Builders Association, 
the main premise of the complaint. 


The basis of the local’s complaint was 
predicated on the fact that the Sedaiia 
Builders 
Association 
was 
a 
collectiv e 


bargaining 
organization 
and 
that 
the 
construction company was one of 
its 
members 
Lipton ex plained that since the union did 
not seek recognition or bargaining as a unit 
confined to Letourneau Brothers, and since 
it rejected Letourneau's req uest for a 
separately negotiated contract limited to 
his carpenters, presented before the union 
and employ es, it could not be ruled that 
Letourneau unlawfully sought to by pass 
the union *hy dealing directly with the 
employ es 
Lipton ruled that Letourneau Brothers 
could not be held to the terms of a 1970 
contract because it was a m ember of a 
prior-ex isting assoi'iation or multiemploy ­ 
er bargaining unit, since ev idence present­ 
ed 
at 
the 
hearing 
was 
‘considerably 
deficient" in that regard 
He also said that the company 's actions 
in 1970 contract negotiations ov erruled the 
pre.sentation of general counsel that the 
firm was obligated to adhere to prev ailing

communism 
Because its stakes in the 
Arab world are high, the Soviet 
Union seems to have toned 
down attacks on Numairi and 
pressure on Sadat, and decided 
to drift with the Arab currents 
for the moment 
Experienced 
observers of Communist trends 
in the Middle East say .Moscow 
has always realized the futility 
of trying to implant commu­ 
nism in the Arab mentality, 
which is basically religious and

The Birth Control Pill Is Better Than Rhythm

husband and I are in our early 
20s Because he is still in school, 
pregnancy is quite undesirable 
We’ve been married a year and 
a half. For the first year, we 
u.sed temperature rhythm Now 
I’m using the Pill, which I take 
for 21 days and am off for seven 
days. My doctor told me that, to 
be sure of avoiding pregnancy, 
we should abstain for those 
seven days while I ’m not taking 
the Pill (during menstruation). 
This is no better than rhythm. 
We still 
must abstain! 
My 
friends 
say 
mv 
doctor 
is 
overcautious. .Must we abstain 
now’’ I ’m so confused 
Dear Reader — If you wanted 
to be absolutely sure, you could 
abstain all the time. In truth, 
most physicians do not think it 
is necessary to abstain during 
the seven-day period you are 
not taking the Pill. 
The birth-control pill works 
by taking it regularly 20 or 21 
days in succession (depending 
on type I and then stopping the 
pill 
seven 
days, 
for 
the 
menstrual period By using the 
pill regularly in this manner, 
ovulation 
is prevented. 
The 
hormone 
in 
the 
pill 
that 
prevents this is similar to the 
natural hormone the woman 
produces during pregnancy, to 
prevent additional ova from 


being 
released 
and 
causing 
multiple pregnancies 
The 
Pill 
is 
considerably 
better than the rhythm method 
in preventing pregnancy. There 
is quite a bit more irregularity 
of the menstrual cycle than is 
often appreciated 
One study 
points out that only about 30 per 
cent of women are sufficiently 
regular 
to use the 
rhythm 
method 
satisfactorily 
as 
a 
means of birth control. The 
birth-control 
pills 
make 
a 
woman regular. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have a 
brother who is an alcoholic. He 
has an ulcer and two years ago 
started 
having 
ep ileptic 
seizures 
This happens only 
after he has been drinking for a 
month or so He will not seek 
medical help What I would like 
to know is why this happens 
only when he stops drinking. 
Could these seizures be fatal if 
he does not get help’’ Also, what 
could I do to help’’ 


Dear Reader — It is possible 
that your brother’s convulsions 
are from epilepsy, but they may 
well be what we call “ rum fits," 
or alcoholic epilepsy. These 
usually occur within 48 hours 
after stopping alcohol and often 
precede the development of 
delirium tremens, a dangerous 
development in the long road of 
alcoholism. 


The 
body 
develops 
a 
physioli^ical 
dependence 
on 
alcohol and heavy drinkers have 
to have the alcohol gradually 
removed. Stopping alcohol in a 
person who really drinks a lot 
should be accomplished under a 
physician’s supervision because 
of this problem. 


If your brother won’t see a 
doctor, you might contact the 
Alcoholics Anonymous Assn 
and ask them for help. Someone 
might be able to talk to him and 
help get him to a doctor and 


into an active program The U. 
S Public Health ^rvice is now 
establishing a number of alco­ 
holic treatment centers and, 
if one happens to be in your 
locality, perhaps they can give 
you some suggestions.

FED A R FITY, F ta h 
An old Paiute 
legend e.x plains. with simple Indian logic, 
the origin of the white and red races 


God had two sons. The elder, who was 
independent and self-reliant, becam e the 
father of the Indians The y ounger was a 
cry baby alway s wanting ev ery thing he 
saw, and he becam e the father of the white 
people 


Hut 
it's no legend that the whites, 
wanting the w ater that makes life possible 
in U tah's harsh sagebrush country , took 
ov er the springs and stream s where the 
proud Paiutes had liv ed for generations. 


One of their tribesm en, a my stic nam ed 
VVovoka, becam e a Messiah to the w estern 
tribes in the 18 9 0s. He prophesied that a 
gieat flood would wipe out all the whites. 
The Indians would surv iv e by climbing to 
to tops of the m ountains, then would com e 
down after the flocx l receded to claim their 
hunting grounds again. 


A nother Paiute. Old Posey , led the last 
Indian uprising against the United States, 
For eight y ears, his small F’aiute war party - 
tried to driv e the white settlers out of the 
rugged, red mountains of Southeastern 
lJUih, He died in a cav e of gunshot wounds 
in 19 2:F 


T(Klay . there is no fight left in the 
Paiutes Only 1,200 Southern Paiutes still 
surv iv e 
.Many of them liv e in rundown 
shanties 
and 
tarpaper 
shacks 
without 
water, lights or toilets. They hav e been so 
kicked around that the Paiute settlem ent in 
F edar Fity is called 
Dogtown" by their 
w hite neighbors 


"W e are all broken up 
broken up 
thoughts, broken up ideas, broken 
up 
goals," m ourned Fhfford .lake, headm an of 
the Paiutes' Indian Peaks band. 


Fertainly , the 
Paiutes are .America's 
most depri's.sed and depriv ed Indians They 
are too few’ to wield political power, too 
poor to {)ay for legal adv ice. 


The federal gov ernm ent, in a misguided 
effort to integrate the Paiutes into the 
white world, cut them off from federal 
benefits in 19 5b Without birth certificates. 
SiK’ial Security num bers, or land deeds, 
they c’ouldn’t collect welfare or negotiate 
loans 
For that m atter, they didn't ev en 
know how to q ualify for hunting and 
fishing 
licenses 
to 
seek 
RkkI 
in 
the 
m o untains 
and 
strea m s 
of 
th eir 
forefathers. 


.\t the same tim e the federal gov ernment 
em ancipated the Paiutes. it declared they 
w ere unable to m anage their own affairs 
and directed Salt Lake City 's Walker Bank 
to sell their reserv ations 


'The Indian Peaks Band, after the sale of 
their 10,000-acre reserv ation for $40,000. 
sent a delegation 260 miles to Salt Lake 
Fity to discuss their finances with the bank 
trustee. 
They 
couldn't 
understand 
his 
ex planations, and after a few minutes, they 
w ere shown out of his office 


They had no more success with the 
lawy er whom the bank had retained in their 
behalf. “ He is paid out of our land s a le s ." 
said .Jake, the headm an 
"H e nev er has 
tim e to talk to us either." 


They receiv ed a letter from the lawy er 
stating they still owned the mineral rights 
on their reserv ation and suggesting they 
prospect for minerals

Walker Bank has collected about $7 .000 
from 
the 
Indian 
Peaks 
Band, 
but 
a 
spokesman said the bank has shelled out 
about $10.0(H) of its own mtiney to help the 
Shiv wits. Part of the money was spent to 
sw k oil on the reserv ation. 


We v isited the F edar Fity settlem ent and 
the Shiv wits reserv ation. The Paiutes in 
(V dar Fity liv e on a bleak. 47 -acre tract 
donated for their use by the .Mormon 
C hurch 
More 
than 
UK) 
Paiutes 
are 
crowded into 17 shanties. Only two hav e 
inside toilets, one of which spills upon the 
open ground. Only one has heated w ater; 
fiv e families hav e to borrow water in 
buckets from their neighbors There is no 
w ater, of course, for lawns. 


The 
Indian 
settlem ent, 
ironically , 
is 
sq ueezed 
betw een 
a 
well-watered 
golf 
course, a brightly lit ball park and a 
m odern housing dev elopm ent. Although 
the Indians liv e within the city limits, their 
streets are the only residential roads still 
unpav ed 


About 50 Shiv wits subsist in broken- 
down 
shacks 
on 
their 
dry . 
desolate 
reserv ation 
Nothing grows in the pale, 
reddish soil e.x cept sagebrush and scrub 
cedar trees. .An electric line and w ater 
m ain run across their property , but they

can't afford the cost of tapping to them . 
.Most hav e no light at all at night and haul 
their w ater in rusty old drum s from St. 
(ieorge 12 miles away . 


The surv iv ing Paiutes. indeed, look like 
the Last of the Paiutes. But unlike J a m e s 
F e nim o re 
C o o p er's 
“ Last 
of 
th e 
.M ohicans," the Paiutes are v ictims not of 
battle but neglect. The P aiute children, 
Jake told us sadly , don't ev en speak their 
nativ e tongue any m ore. 


But the old-timers still rem em ber, as 
they chant an old P aiute m ountain song. 
With their hands held ceremoniously ov er 
their ey es, they sing: 


“ The m ountain is my home. W'hen a 
little boy . I play ed there. Indians fished 
there and shot deer for food. But a stranger 
cam e and took my hom e from m e. Now I 
can't hunt there. I can't fish there. W hen I 
look at the m ountain and see the stranger. I 
feel sick That no m ore is my home, my 
mountain hom e, so I close my ey es so I 
cannot see."
